The town only pays a pit 
tance toward the support of the night 
watchman, and the sprinkling of the 
streets.

ba taxed to death. 


Reno has a healthy boom, but should 


profit by the examples of her Bister 
cities. Virginia City was profligate in 
the days of her prosperity, and foryeasr 
has been groaning under the results. 
Some of the counties of Nevada are 
carrying debts nearly equa) to the tax- 
able property by rushing into this and 
that without looking to the lauding. 


The cry, "on with improvements," is 


a laudable one, and the improvements 
being made here are tho envy of our 
rivals. 


The most of these tire of individual 


enterprise and havo solidity. The men 
that are making them have their bank 
accounts. This is all right. 
Improve 


ments made at the expense of general 
business is another thing. 
"Borne was 


not built in a day." 
Keno is in her in- 


fancy. 
She is scarce out of her teens. 


She is not of the age to attempt to come 
out in general fall dress. 
She can add 


more or less to her adornments each 
year. If she has money in her treasury 
she can indulge in luxuries. Till she 
has she should be content with piacticnj 
necessities. 
Those who control her 


pnrso strings should see that the outgo 
does not exceed the income. If one 
fund is short a transfer can be made 
from another. A little judicious, healthy 
financiering will see the town through 
till tha coming year without adding any 
undue burdens upon any of oar citizens. 


William R. Morrison, of Illinois, has 


grown tired of his Interstate Commis- 
sion dnties. 
He finds them not at all 


to hia taste. He prefers the excitement 
and bustle of political life. A friend of 
Colonel Morrison says that itj is the 
tatter's intention to re-enter politics 
next year. He has decided to contest 
for his old seat in Congress in 1838. 
He believes, further, that he can be 
elected. He says that it was not his 
anti-prohibition principles that defeated 
him in 1886. It was the apr.thy of cer- 
tain Democrats in his district who were 
dissatisfied on account of the distribu- 
tion of patronage. 
The men, it is said, 


staid away from the polls and allowed 
the election to go by default. Since 
then they have seen the error of their 
political way, so to speak, and have as- 
eured Morrison that in the event of his 
making the race again, they will give 
him an enthusiastic and cordial sup- 
port. He believ&s in the sincerity of 
these promises, and feels confident of 
carrying the district next year by a good 
majority. 


The Mormons have submitted in their 


Constitutional Convention article to the 
Constitution abolishing polygamy. The 
article declares that as polygamy is held 
to be contrary to a republican form of 
government is prchibited. Polygamy 
and bigamy are declared to be misde- 
meanors, punishablo by a fine of not 
over $1,000 and imprisonment for not 
less than six months nor more than three 
years. Nothing is said about unlawful 
cohabitation, and it is declared that no 
legislation is necessary to enforce the 
article. The Gentiles claim that with 
prosecution officers, judges acd juries 
All Mormons no possible convictions can 
be had, and the whole affair is a most 
transparent trick. 


The Times' Washington special snys: 


It is by no means certain that when La- 
mar goes upon the Supreme Bench, if, 
indeed, ifc shall be decided that he is to 
go there, he will be succeeded by a 
Southern man. The President has de- 
cided nothing in this matter. The va- 
cancy in the Supreme Court, it is now 
thought, will not be filled before Fall.

Charge* of Bribing- 


Mttde 


WASHIHGTON, July 5.—Steps are be- 


ing taken—so it is stated—to have C. 
P. HontingtoD, the railway magnate, 
indited by the Grand Jury of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on a charge of brib- 
ing the Representatives and Senators of 
the United States. A precedent for this 
action is found in the recent charge of 
Judge Barreit to the jury in the trial of 
Jake Sharp, in New York. On that oc- 
casion the Judge stated that that was 
the first time in the history of the 
country that a bribe-giver was indicted, 
and laid down the law that ic order to 
convict it was only necessary to prove 
that the bribe offered could be traced to 
the accused, no matter through how 
many hands it passed intermediately. 


In his testimony before the Pacific 


Railway 
Investigating 
committee in 


New York last April, Mr. Huntington 
acknowledged to paying out $G,000,000 
to tho members of both Houses of Con- 
gress in order to "explain" matters con- 
nected with the Central Pacific Railway. 
The Attorney General now has the mat- 
ter under consideration, and it is be- 
lieved that before many clays Mr. Hunt- 
ington will be given an opportunity to 
tell what members of Congress received 
this money, in order to show the ex- 
planation that was so necessary to the 
interests of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
The indictment of Mr. Huntington, if 
it ba had, will be under the Act of Con- 
gress approved February 26, 1853, 
which prescribes the penalty of three 
times the amount of money in such case 
paid and three years imprisonment for 
each and every offense. 


In the testimony referred to Mr. 


Huntington testified that a prominent 
Senator of the Pacific Slope managed 
his end of the line in disbursing the 
money required to effect the requisite 
explanation to feis brother members of 
Congress. If Mr. Hnntington can be 
believed, this Senator and those mem- 
bers who accepted the bribes will be in- 
dicted under the same act, United 
States Revised Statutes, Section 2,500, 
and are subject to the same punishment 
of fine and imprisonment.

S>iiomn County Objects to Paying 


Twice for the Same 


July 1st. — A petition 


has just been circulated in this town 
asking the 
Supervisors of Sonoma 


county to repeal the existing license act. 
It was sent below last night and contains 
the signature of nearly every prominent 
farmer and dealer in the district. At 
present business men are forced to pay 
a county license as well as a township 
license, which is looked upon as double 
taxation in its worst form. Healdsburg, 
Santa Rosa and Petaluma have also got 
up big petitions against this double li- 
cense, which will be repealed if the sen- 
timent of the county has any weight. 


1'Iic President Accnseil of Partiality. 


There is a disposition on the part of 


the Representatives of several smaller 
States like Colorado, Oregon and Ne- 
vada to find fault with the action of the 
President in giving to the District of 
Columbia out of the present year's mili- 
tia fund just double the sum that is al- 
lowed to these States and to other Ter- 
ritories. 


It was left to President Cleveland by 


the act of February llth, which he did 
not sign for fear of offending the labor 
organizations by encouraging the growth 
of the militia, to designate the amounts 
which the Territories and District of 
Columbia should receive out of the 
$400,000 appropriated, and he regulated 
the matter by allowing the Territories 
each the same amount as icueived by 
the States having the least representa- 
tion in Congress. 


This amount is §2,774 98 
To the 


District of Columbia he gave double the 
nmonnt, or $5,550 05. Up to this time 
this District has had no organized mili- 
tia, and it is only by the most herculean 
efforts that since tho national drill an 
organization has been partially effected 
10 that this money oould be used. 


To cap this favoritism the President 


Tuesday made a detail of a regular army 
>fficer to act as Adjutant-General o£ the 
itaff of the citizen Brigadier who is in 
command of the partial organization, 
and he is to help got thti command in 
shape to spend the money squared for 
t, First Lieutenant Bigelov of the 
f6nth Cavalry has come all the way 
rents Arizona to do this work. As such 
a detail has been refused to various 
ither States, people who have protested 
against giving the District much of this 
money will have an additional cause for 
protest. 
Colorado, Oregon, Delaware 


and Nevada and the Territories, are all 
provided with good militia organizations 
and are outdone in their quota to give 
he District of Columbia tbis great 
slice.

QOTNOT (III.). July 4.—The much 


tilked-of leap from a balloon was mad 
by Professor Thomas E. Baldwin at th 
fair grounds in this city to-day. Ove 
20,000 people witnessed the performance 
Professor Baldwin ascended to a heigh 
of one mile, and then, holding his para 
okute, launched himself into space 
The parachute is about 18 feet ia diam 
eter and was made of cords and stron 
silk. When the jump was made it wa 
closed and the first 200 feet the aeronan 
dropped like a rock; then, as the para 
chute expanded, the speed became les 
rapid and the aeronaut and his strang 
apparatus floated steadily down like 
bird. It was a grand sight. Tho de 
scent was accomplished in three nain 
utes and twenty seconds. Baldwin strnc 
ground with some force, but not enong' 
to injure him. The descent varied ubou 
a quarter of a mile from a vertical lin 
and the Professor struck the groan 
about a mile and a half from the pl»c 
where the ascent was made. His a 
tempt to collapse the balloon when 
jumping from it failed, and it saile 
away skyward when relieved of hi 
weight. Baldwin is a native of Quino 
and 2G years old. He was for a nnmbe 
of years engaged in the newspaper bus: 
nesa here, but for the last few ynars ha 
been studying athletics and ballooning 
He made a similar leap in Californi 
last Winter, the distance being 1,00 
feet.

Postal Service. 


The biennial report of the Postoffic 


Department of Hawaii for the term clos 
ing last March has been received at th 
Postoffice Department, and is as inter 
esting in postal statistics as Tom Thnm 
was to anatomists. 


There are but fifty-four Postoffices in 


King Kalakaua's entire realm, and tb 
salaries of their officials are not exorbi 
taut, as the Legislature had to provide 
but $10,000 to pay all Postmasters on 
the Islands. 


Carrying the mails cost but $11,398 


The use of the mails is steadily increas 
ing, bat the number of native letters 
grows smaller every year, the increase 
coming from Portuguese, Chinese and 
Japanese that have been imported into 
the Islands to work on the sugar plan- 
tations. 


The Hawaiian newspapers go free in 


the mails. 
The weekly average Hono- 


lulu mail amounts to 10,000 papers, anc 
40,000 in the kingdom, so that they 
seem to be fair patrons of newspapers. 


A little over half a million letters are 


lent in the mails of the kingdom an- 
nually. There are twenty-five money- 
order offices, the domestic remittances 
of which in two j-eara were $234,000, 
for which the Government received fees 
amounting to $1,818. The foreign re- 
mittances were $212,600, and all were 
made through the New York Postoffice, 
whether designed for any part of Europe 
or America.

CoMMISSIONEHS' PEOCEBDISGS. — The

matter of levying the license tax for the 
said town be deferred, and that on and 
after the 1st day of August, 1887, the 
following expenditures now incurred by 
the town government be dispensed with, 
to-wit: Electric lights, street sprinkling, 
night watchman and such other expendi- 
tures as can be possibly cut off without 
material injury to the town. Adjourned 
until the 1st Monday in Axigust. 


THE SwEUiiNO GBOTJND IN THE MINES

POOR "FKITZ" 18 DEAD. 


Old Aare Killed Him—The Kids re- 


Sret it—A Tricfcy "Fritz" iwui 
be. 


Possibly there is not a boy or girl in 


Beno, much less any old timer, but 
was acquainted with "Fritz," the smok- 
ing messenger dog. 
He belonged to E. 


Meyer, the well known tobacconist, 
and was noted for his great eagerness 
(dog eagerness) to amuse the little ones. 
His strong forta was his wonderful mem- 
ory. 
His master could sand him on any 


ordinary message from hia place of 
business to his private residence, and 
no other dog, were he ever so large or 
ferocious, could prevent him from de- 
livering the same. He died on his llth 
anniversary which was the 4th of July. 
On previous 4ths of July he was in his 
glory among the small boys, and on 
Monday last, it might truthfully be said, 
that being sick, and bearing tbe joyful 
shouts of young America, and because 
he could not participate, that he died 
of a broken heart. One of the most 
noticeable characteristics of this intelli- 
gent canine was tho joy he manifested 
whenever the gentle zephyr hove in and 
lifted the hats from the heads of in- 
offensive citizens. When, one of them 
lost bis head gear, Fritz would go "mit 
de vind" and quickly return with the 
wandering bat, much to the discomfiture 
of the sportive wind. His picture can 
now be seen at,the store of E. Meyer, 
on Commercial Bow, where the photo- 
graph exhibits him sitting on a chair 
with a cigar in his mouth. Many a 
little urchin gazed on it yesterday; but 
poor Fritz has gone to "doo, heaven" 
and knows but little of the high admira- 
tion in which he was held by the 
juvenilo population of Beno. 


PROFIT IN ALFALFA.—The Tulare Keg- 


ister says: 


Alfalfa is one of the most favorable 


forage plants known to agriculturists, 
and it possesses a very important cle- 
ment of profit aside from its value for 
bay and pasturage. This is in the 
seed. The plant is growing steadily in 
favor, a larger acreage is being sown 
each succeeding year, which insures a 
ready maiket and good prices for al- 
falfa sosd. Besides, it is a certainty, 
should the season be dry and othar 
crops cut short. It is too early at this 
date to give returns of the crop for 


6, but there is every reason to be- 


lieve that it will be entirely satisfactory. 
Below are given a few important facts 
in legard to profits in alfulla seed for 
the year 1885. 
Names and addits^es 


are given so that if the statements are 
doubted they can be easily substan- 
tiated. 


We first invite the reader's attention 


to facts obtained in regard to an alfalfa 
field on the Artesian Fruit Belt Colony 
lunds west of Tnlaro City. This alfnllu 
field contains 200 uuius, but only purt 
of it was allowed to go to seed. That 
portion which was permitted to go to 
aeed yielded as follows: Three months' 
pasturage, worth $13 50 per acre; one 
crop, of hay, two tons per acre, worth 
£12 per acre; one crop of seed, average 
750 pounds per acre, at 8% cents per 
pound, $63 75 per acre; straw, one ton, 
or $3 worth per acre; three months' 
pasturage till January 1st, worth about 
$9 per acre; total gross value of the al- 
falfa for the year $101 25 per acre. 


Here is another mnn'a experience, 


Charles Powell, one mile northwest of 
Tulare City, has six and one-half acres 
of alfalfa, from which he cut twenty-two 
tons of hay early in the season. He 
then went to tbe coast for bis health, 
and left the alfalfa to take cnre of itself. 
For the want of water only a part of 
it seeded, bnt from seven loads of straw 
he got 2,208 pounds of seed. Of this 
he sold 2,035 pounds for $72 55, paid 
$33 for threshing and $4 40 for sacks, 
and has his straw stacked in good 
shnpe for feeding. Briefly, then, Mr. 
Powell's alfalfa patch returned an in- 
come as follows: Value of seed, less ex- 
pense, $152 38; value of straw $21, 
value of first crop of hay, $134; total 
net income, $205 30, or a little morp 
than $47 per acre, with fall pasturage 
not considered. 


Alford Brothers had fourteen acres of 


alfulfa on their ranch five miles east of 
Talare City. The second crop went to 
seed. The seed yielded 614 pounds 
per acre, or 9,396 pounds total. This, 
at 8% cents per pound, brought $713 66. 
The hay crop previously cut was worth 
$140 on tne ground and the straw from 
the seed crop was worth $70. 
This 


brings the total income up to $923 66 
for fourteen acres, without including 
the pasturage that yet remained, or 
about $67 per acre, and the joke of it is 
that Alford Brothers had been offering 
their land for $20 per acre for some 
time. 


T. E. Clark, of Tipton, had ten acres 


of alfalfa that he had out four times 
this season, and part of it was cut five 
times. He pastured three horses on 
this field all the season and 130 hogs 
for three months. 
All this stock found 


abundant pasturage on that little field 
until Christmas. It is irrigated from an 
artesian well. 


G. W. Wray, five miles east of Tnlare 


City, pastured thirteen head of cows 
three months on thirteen acres ol al- 
falfa. 
He then took the stock off, al- 


lowed the alfalfa to make hay, and got 
twenty-six tons. The next crop went to 
seed, and here are the returns from the 
entire crop: Twenty-six tons of hay at 
$4, $104; 11,568 pounds of seed at 8 
cents, $925 44; thirteen tons of straw 
at $3, $39; three months' pasturage of 
thirteen head of cons at $1 50 per head, 
$58 50; total income, $1,126 94; ex- 
pense nf cutting, hauling and threshing, 
$226 40; 
net income, $900 54, or 


$69 60 per acre. 


It is understood that the President

A VETJEKAK 


Wliat He Says oI'Mormons and Piutcs 


in A"eva<la. 


A marked copy of the Elizabeth, N. 


J., Leader, has been received at this 
office. 
It contains correspondence from 


Major James MoFarlane, who came to 
this coast with the -veteran Zottaves, 
from which we clip the following ex- 
tract: 


Beno is a lively town with an exten- 


sive depot. Among the residents there 
are about five hundred Mormons, but 
they live more in fear of the Govern- 
ment than do those in Utah. 
Th«y are 


represented as a very peaceful and in- 
dustrious class, and they strictly adhere 
to the tenets of the Mormon church 
without placing themselves an antago- 
nism to the Ian of the laud. All through 
Nevada there are small settlements of 
Mormons who form colonies, till the 
land, and conduct business on tbe same 
principles that prevail in Salt Lake 
City. Close by Beno is a large Indian 
reservation for the Piute tribe. The 
Piutes are divided up into bands, each 
with a captain who is chief. They are 
the most docile set of Indians that I 
met on a trip across the continent. 
They dress very peculiarly, with long 
breeched, short jacket, sash, sailor-like 
bat with the wing of a bird stuck ia the 
band. 
If you speak to them they laugh 


and express their delight in meeting pale 
faces. 
A peculiarity about 


THE PIUTB INDIANS 


Is the fact that their dead are buried in 
secret. 
Of all that have passed away 


since the advent of the white man into 
that western country, no one appears to 
know what becomes of the dead bodies 
of the Piutes. Members of the tribe 
move off silently in tbe dead of night 
and dig a grave, into which the corpse 
is placed, and it is unknown whether 
even the relatives of the deceased are 
given information as to his last resting 
place. All traces of the grave are ob- 
literated, and only time and observations 
will reveal where the remains are depos- 
ited. The custom of secret burial is 
universal among this tribe. They are 
great rabbit hunters and fishers. They 
make books from rabbit bones and 
greasewood, which are said to be far 
superior to those used by the whites. 
I was informed that the squaws from 
the reseivation go into Beno, and there 
engage with families for household work. 
This was formerly done by Chinese to a 
grout extent, but since Ihe iutioductiou 
of the squaws the Chinese bad to go, as 
the Indian women proved by far the 
more acceptable. It was something new 
for these free daughters of the mountains 
and canyons to settle down to service 
in white funnies, but the longer they 
worked the better they liked it, and as 
the demand for places far exceed tbe 
supply at Beno, they commenced look- 
ing elsewhere. 


TO I91PBO'THE THE CAPITA!* 


The JOUBNAL concurs with the Car- 


son Tribune in the annexed: 


A well known gentleman, an old resi- 


dent and heavy taxpayer of Ormsby 
county, referring to tho shameful con- 
dition of tbe Prison road, part of which 
is in the city limits, and tho whole in 
the county, suggests that in view of the 
small amount of woik the prisoners 
have to perform, some anangemtnt 
should be made between tbe Board of 
Prison Commissioners and tho county 
officials whereby prison labor could be 
secured to put the whole road in first- 
class condition, and innke it tbe most 
agreeable drive in the State. If prop- 
erly managed there would have been a 
shady road from Carson to the Prison, 
equal in beauty to tbe Santa Clara 
avenue, and even now, with attention, 
it may f.o become within the next few 
years. It appears that all the work 
could be done without any othsr ex- 
pense than the connty procuring horses 
aud carts, which could be very easily 
done. 


It is further suggested that Prison 


labor be employed to construct a suit- 
able sidewalk around the Capitol grounds 
so that at all seasons there would be a 
bard dry patch. The interior of the 
grounds is admired by all visitors as 
surpassing anything in the State, and 
hy making the improvements'referred 
to, nothing would be lacking to complete 
their beauty. It is to be hoped the 
Commissioners 
of 
the Prison 
and 


cou: ty will take instant steps to bring 
about the suggested improvements, and 
prove to the outside world that Ormsby 
county is awakening from her lethargic 
slumber.
